Legislative Counsel’s Digest of Assembly Amendments

SB 27, as passed by the Senate, amended the Political Reform Act of 1974 by
revising the definition of a “contribution,” imposing reporting requirements on
multipurpose organizations, and requiring certain ballot measure and candidate
committees to maintain an accurate list of their top 10 contributors, which the Fair
Political Practices Commission would post on its Internet Web site, as specified.

The Assembly amendments revise the new definition of “contribution,” and re-
vise and recast the reporting requirements for multipurpose organizations.

The Assembly amendments authorize the Commission to require, by regulation,
that where a committee is identified as a top 10 contributor to another committee,
the recipient committee must additionally report the top 10 contributors of the do-
nating committee.

The Assembly amendments require that a particular notification that the act re-
quires a candidate or committee to send to a contributor within 2 weeks of a con-
tribution of $5,000 or more also include a reference to the multipurpose organiza-
tion reporting requirements. The amendments additionally require that the
notification be sent within one week of a contribution of $10,000 or more received
during the period in which late contribution reports must be filed.

The Assembly amendments declare that the act would take effect immediately
as an urgency statute, but would delay the operative date of its provisions until July
1, 2014.

The Assembly amendments also make technical changes.

Senate Bill 777, as it passed the Senate, among other things relating to fireworks,
provided for the establishment of a fireworks sell-back program that, among other
things, required the State Fire Marshal to establish and have operational regional
collection centers for purposes of receiving safe and sane fireworks and federally
approved consumer fireworks seized by local authorities, and provided for the pur-
chase by certain licensed persons of seized fireworks deemed to be commercially
viable.

The Assembly amendments delete all of the provisions of the bill. The Assembly
amendments instead reestablish provisions authorizing certain deductions to be
made from the total amount handled on horse racing meetings for distribution to
specified organizations for the purpose of defraying workers’ compensation costs
for horse trainers and owners. The Assembly amendments also declare that the bill
is to take effect immediately as an urgency statute.
